CASTRATION OF LAMBS, 
THE GRANGE 
Leader 


O p e ra tio n Should Bo P e rfo rm e d Before 


G ro w th Begin*. 
It assuredly pays to castrate lambs. 
The murket now discriminates against 
ram lambs about 2 cents per pound. 
which would make from J? 1.50 to $2 
per head, all because a man would not 
give the lamb a half minute’s attea 
Hon when it was little. 
The lambs should be castrated in the 
south and east as fast as they are old 
enough, says the Breeder's Musette. Ii! 
the west they are all castrated at one 
time usually, but that is l>eoause thor.* 
the ewes drop their lambs nearly r, 
at one time late in the season. 
In the 
east they come “strung along.” and i; 
Is not wise to wait to castrate all at 
once. 
When they are about a wet 
or ten days old, as soon as they ar * 
strong and full of ndlk and before they 
have made much growth, castration 
should be attended to. 
Probably most of the best shepherd' 
simply clip off the end of the scrotum 
and. seizing the testicle*, pull them out 
cords ami all, afterward putting In the 
wound some lard or tallow that has 
Imhti melton and mixed with an equal 
amount of turpentine. 
There should 
be no loss from this operation if it is 
done early enough. 
Castration of old 
lambs is risky and attended with con 
slderable loss.

Washington, Der. 8.—Tho secretary 
of agriculture, Jam es Wilson, has Is­ 
sued his annual report. 
He reviews 
conditions throughout the country in a 
comprehensive manner. 
He says in 
part: 
“Nothing short of omniscience ran 
grasp the value of the farm products 
of this year. At no time in the world’* 
history has a country produced farm 
product* within one year with a value 
reaching $8,926,000,000, which is the 
value of the agricultural products of 
this country for 1910. 
Tile value of 
farm products from 1899 to the pres­ 
ent year has been progressive without 
interruption, lf the value of the prod­ 
ucts of 1899 is placed at IOO the value 
for this year Is 189, or almost double 
the value for the census year eleven 
years ago. During this period of un­ 
exampled 
agricultural production, 
a 
period of twelve years, during which 
the farmers of this country have stead­ 
ily advanced in prosperity and wealth 
and in economic independence, in in­ 
telligence and a knowledge of aeric al­ 
ture. the total value of farm products 
is $79,000,000,000. 
“The corn crop of 3,121.381.000 bush­ 
els exceeds that of the record year 
1906 and is greater than the average 
crop of the preceding five years by 14 
per cent. While the \alite of this corn 
crop is below that of 19**9 and also of 
19**8.

The report also says: 
“Twenty-eight new associations for 
the co-operative testing of cows be­ 
longing to members wert formed dur­ 
ing the year; fifty five are now In op­ 
eration. 
Such tests, which enable the 
owners to discard unprofitable cows, 
raised the average annual output per 
cow in one association from $21.43 to 
$42.82 in four years.
